GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



Even the conservative English turf is falling 
in line with modern progress, and has now 
adopted the number system of distinguishing 
the horses. The following notice to this effect 
was recently posted at Newmarket: “In order 
to assist the public in identifying in the pad- 
dock the horses running at the meeting, the 
llNewmarket stewards have given instructions 
for the distribution of badges bearing numbers 
corresponding with those on the card, such 
badges to be strapped to the arm of the lad 
riding or leading the horse. Any lad refusing 
to comply with these instructions will be re- 
ported to the stewards. The stewards request 
that trainers will do their best to facilitate this 
arrangement, and make a point of returning the 
badges.”— Morning Telegraph. 

Rubicon recently changed owners in a way 
that was hardly creditable to those concerned 
if the following from a ’Frisco newspaper is cor- 
rect. “The turfmen were highly amused yester- 
day at the clever way in which the Widber 
stable secured the well-known race horse Rubi- 
con for $300 at sheriff’s sale, With the excep- 
tion of Trainer Short, there was not a single 
racing man at the sale. Racing was going on 
at Oakland and the horse was sold at Ingleside, 
the only outsider present being one of Galen 
Brown’s rubbers, who only had $10 with him and 
could not afford to take chances by bidding. 
He was present by accident and not by request. 
As the horse cost Widber & Co., $2,500 and was 

i d for $300, it is extremely probable that the 
e will be set aside by the courts, particularly 
as it is common gossip that several well-known 
race horse owners were willing to go to $1,500 or

E. D. McSweeney has sued Samuel Hildreth

McSweeney alleges that the defendants wrong- 
fully came into possession of the mare at the 
Emeryville racetrack on the 6th inst. and refuse 



to deliver the same to him. If the mare be not 
returned the plaintiff asks for $2,000, the value 
of the animal, and $3,000 damages. McSweeney 
alleges that he has owned St. Callatine ever 
since she was foaled. — San Francisco Exam- 
iner. 

The American horses which are eligible to 
start in the English Derby on May 25 are August 
Belmont’s Bridegroom II., ch. c, by Rayon 
d’Or— St. Bridget; P. Lorillard’s Elfin, b. c, by 
Sensation— Equality, by Rayon d’Or ; James R. 
Keene’s Uriel, br. c, by Sheen— Katherine II, 
and J. S. Curtis’ Archduke II, b. c, by Luke 
Blackburn— Duchess. Uriel, while being ex- 
ercised a short time since, struck his knee, and 
had to be let up a while, though it is hoped he 
will be in shape on Derby day. 

Gideon & Daly have announced that they will 
sell all of their 2-year-olds at auction this fall. 
It will be their policy hereafter to sell the get 
of His Highness and Ludwigshafen at the close 
of their career as 2-year-olds, first training and 
racing them so that purchasers will know what 
they are buying. It is a shrewd plan and likely 
to pay better than yearling sales. With a few 
like High Degree and Jean Beraud to sell each 
year Gideon & Daly’s sale averages would run 
into high figures. 

By way of accounting for recent bad running 
of Candelaria and Colonel Dan the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner says: “McCormick says Colonel 
Dan has recently been unnerved and Candelaria 
has suffered from the mouth disease 90 much 
that a couple of weeks ago he was afraid it was 
all over with the colt. Had the public known 
the facts earlier the odds might have been dif- 
ferent.” 

It may be that the Latonia track will turn 
out the winner of the Oakley Derby. Talbot 
Brothers’ Sir Dixon— Brightlight colt John 
Bright is reported as doing some very fast work 
at the Kenton County track, and will be a sure 
starter in the big Derby. John Bright showed 
himself to be a good colt a9 a 2-year-old, and is 
said to be a greatly improved horse this season. 
— Enquirer. 

The starters for the Belmont Stakes at Morris 
Park, May 26, will probably be Hamburg, The 
Huguenot, Bowling Brook, Previous and one or 
two lesser lights. The four named are of suffi- 
cient fame to attract a great crowd and good 
enough to insure a smashing race which even 
the mighty Hamburg may find none too easy 
to win.
